paper currency for pnrposes of domestic 
trade. 


Now the very object ot thoco vtliQ ad-

labor and variety in employment, each

The question is shall we rely rcninly on 


our own market or tbe foieicii. Our 
foreign commence is is but about five per 
ocnt of the whole and our foreign mar- 
kets about the- same. Shall we footer 
tho nmety-firo per cent or shall we be- 
come vassals to the flve per cent. 


There, is not a country in Europe ex- 


cept Groat Britain that does not ordinar- 
ily export tue saino RKricaltoral pro - 
duots that W6 do, and Great Britain looks 
Cret to ber colonies, especially India, for 
•wheat and cotton t-ofore purchasing of 
UP. This fact is at the bottom of the 
inquiry, ilo farmers want a tarty', and is 
decisive as to whether if we destroy our 
home market wo can rely OD European 
markets. All our experience proves the 
negative. It is only when there IB a short 
crop in Europe that our farmars can look 
across the Atlantic for a market for their 
surplus products. Is it tho part of wis- 
dom to rely on so precarious a market or 


shall we choose the better way aud keep 
ihe keys of own welfare in our own hands 
or pball we trust them to our competitors. 


England has always loft us as a last 


resort in the purchase of any deQoioacy 
of breadstuffs, resorting first to India, the 
Meditsraniaa, the Black Sea, thu White 
bea, and the Baltic where labor is no' 
more than half our termers have to pay. 
Bat what we want is both thy homo and 
tbe foreign markets—tho home to give 
certainty and permanency and the foreign 
to 
prevent 
mo-iopoly.

The reason why ttc offlco is ol no account 


is obvious. Of the Cinque ports—Dover, 
Sandu-ich, Eomney, Eythe and- Hastings- 
only ono now boasts a harbor. That one :s 
Dover, which is still tho most important 
point lor interchange of traOlc between En- 
gland and France. Hastings is a thriving 
town, and a fashionable watering place, but 
has no harbor, whilo tho other three "ports'1 
exist, practioallj1, only in the past. 


In olden times tho duty of the Cinque 


ports was to furnish fifty-seven ships of 
war when needed by tho King, in return for 
which many important privileges wero 
granted to tho inhabitants. 


Up to tbe year 1300 Sandwich was tho 


•most considerable of these ports, and was 
ono of the busiest and most thriving towns 
in England. But about that time tho tides 
on tho -Kentish coast changed, and most of 
the harbors were filled with "silt." Sand- 
wich was the last to flll up with this sandy 
deposit, and as, ono by one, the other ports 
declined, Sandwich grew in importance. 
But it was only a question of time, and in 
jast one century—or beforo tho year 1000— 
Sandwich was left high and dry, until to- 
day it is favrmila from tin sea! and when 
the ships no longer camo to Sandwich, Sand- 
wich ceased to grow. 


• To-day tho visitor to Kent can see in Sand- 
wich a complete city of tho time of tho Plan- 
'tagenots. Thoroaro the old formications, 
the-old city walls, the moats, tho same olfi 
churcaes, houses .and streets. But grass 
grows thickly, aliko on the walls and in the 
streets. It seems like a fairy-talc when 
one treads tho pavements oil such a placo 
and thinks, amid its present dcath-liko si- 
lence, oi its once busy past. As ono looks 
upon tho picturesque old river-gate, near 
the bridge over tho Stour, it is dLOlcult to 
conceive that four hundred years ago tolls 
amounting to twenty thousand pounds ster- 
ling (an enormous sum in those days) wore 
annually collected from vessels which en- 
tered the port from all parts of the world. 


I 'VvTicro the sea onco heaved and rolled one 


sees now nothing but peaceful meadows . 
and waving trees, and in place ol the j 
deep and broad harbor is but the tiny river 
Stour.

NATURAL "GAS 
IN 
1830. 


Account of u CorrcKpomlulit'ri Visit to a 


Livoly >*cw York Town. 


It lias IOIIK boon known tbat natural gas 


\vas put into uso at Fredonia, N. Y., more 
than half a century ago, but no detailed 
description of the gas, manner of its use, 
or 
tho 
quantity 
or 
quality 
of 


the 
gas 
has 
boon 
known 
to 


bo in existence. A pjonUoman of Indian- 
apolis bas found in Ilrfcster's Journal ot 
1630 the following full account of a corre- 
spondent's visit to u "village lighted by 
natural K&S:" 


The village of FrodOBia, in tuo Western 


part of tho State of Now York, presents 
this singular phenomena. 


I wa-j detained there a day in October of 


last year, and had an opportunity of 01- 
amining it at leisure. 


The village is about forty miles from 


Buffalo, and about tivo from Lake Erie; a 
small 
but rapid 
stream, 
called tho 


Canodoway, passes through It, and, after 
turning several miles, discharges Itself 
into tho lake below; near the mouth is a 
small harbor with a light-lnouso. 


"\Vhile removing an old mill which stood 


partly over tbis stream in Prodonla, threo 
years since, some bubbles were observed 
to break freoly frequently from tho water, 
and, on trial, were found to bo bo inflam- 
mablo. A company was formed, and a 
hole an inch and a half in diameter being 
bored through !he rock, a. soft/atad Ilma- 
stono, tho gas loft its natural channel and 
ascended through tbis. 


A gas meter was eroeted (or construct- 


ed) with a small houso for its protection, 
and pipes being laid, the gas is convoyod 
through tho whole village. One hundred 
lights aro fod from it—more or loss—at an 
expense of $1.00 yearly for each. 


The flamo is large, but not so strong or 


brilliant ;\.s tbat from tho gas in our cities; 
it is, however, in high favor with tho in- 
habitants. Tho gasoniotor, I found on 
measurement, collected eighty-eight cubic 
foot in twelve hours during tho day, but 
tho man who has charge of it told me that 
more might bo procured with a larger 
appartus. 


About a inilo from the village and in tho 


sauio stream it conies up in quantities 
four or five times as great. 


The contractor of tho light-house pur- 


chased tho right to it, and laid pipes to 
tho lakes, but found it impossible to mako 
it descoud, tho difference in elevation be- 
ing very great. 


It preferred its own channel, and bub- 


blod up beyond tha roach ot bis gasomet- 
er. The gas is carburrotto.d hydrogen, 
and is supposed to come from beds or. 
bituminous coal; the only roclc visible, 
however, hero, and to a groat extent on 
both sides along the southern shore of the 
lake, is feted limestone.

OHIO'S DOODLE 
BUG. 


Thn Pocnllar Sand-Dlnturljor unoTrn Bl 
tlie Ant Xilon. 


Tho doodlo-bag of tho Ohio boy of. thirty 


years ago is tbe rare and curious Insect 
known «3 the ant lion, -writes Ed. Hott 
from Milford, Pa., to tna Atlanta Cor.slt- 
tutton. It grows to bo about flvo-eighthj 
of an Inch In length. Its body Is shaped 
like a gigantic and plump apple-seed, and 
Is ringed ond -woolly. It has two Jaws 
that give it a T»ry fierce look. They curve 
Inward like pincers. 
It can move back- 


ward, and only very slowly forward, 
TVhon out of its lair it Is tho most helpless 
of creatures, and it would starvo to death 
but for its cunnine and skill. • It is so sav- 
aga and formidable-looking that no Insoct 
It might eat -will coma near it, and It 
couldn't mova to capture one If a hundred 
-wore within an eighth of an iacb. of Its 
horns. The ant lion would avon starve to 
death if heaps on heaps of tho fattest ants 
or flies were killed and pilad whoro It 
could got at them, for it will novor feod 
on any prey it has not itself tillod. And 
so tho strong-jawed, backward-moving 
bog looks out 1'or itself by digging a pit 
forhisproy. 


To do tbis the ant lion soloets a sandy 


piaco and goes to work. It uses first ono 
of its fore-logs as a shovel, excavating 
very rapidly and placing tho dirt on its 
head. By a quick jerk of tho head tho dirt 
is thrown several Inches away from the 
pit 
Whon ono log gets tired tho other is 


brought into service as a shovel, and thus 
tho work- of making tho funnel-shaped 
hole goes on, a constant stream of aand 
being kept flying in the air from tho cata- 
pulthoad of that Industrious worker. Tho 
circle of the holo at tho top is always 
measured with geometrical precision, and 
tha insoct works round and round it, dig- 
ging on all sidos, so tbat tha excavation 
is symmetrical. Tho top of tho funnel is 
about throo inches across, and it is gradu- 
ated so that at tho depth of two inches tho 
bottom has come to a point. Frequently, 
as the work is boingdono, small stones are 
encountered by the ant lion. Then tho work 
of procedure is reversed. The insoct digs 
and works about the obstacle with the 
extremity of its ringed and flexible body 
until tho stone is loosened and worked 
upon the ant lion's back. Tho many 
rings and tbe hairy limbs can bo so dex- 
terously manipulated that trho stono is 
balanced thero while tho insoct climbs 
backward to tho top of tho iholo with it, 
whoa by a sudden jerk tho stona Is 
thrown out of the way. If the stone- 
loaves a holo where it was taken out, tho 
Insect Oils up tho cavity and smooth it 
down in keeping with the symmetry of 
tho rest If a stone too largo for tbe in- 
soct to remove is encountered, tho work 
is abandoned nnd the digging resumed in 
another place. In Bolocting its ground, 
however, the ant lion sooms to have an 
instinctive knowledge that such obstacle 
are not aut to be mot with in excavating. 


Tho writer tested this instinct in tho ant 


lion onco. Ho put the insoct In a bos 
which had boon filled with Sna sand, but 
a layor o£ stones tho sizo of a chestnut 
had boon placed an inch or so below tho 
surface. .Tho ant lion moved over every 
inch of tha aand, apparently prospecting. 
It made no effort to dig a pit, and at last 
bo wont to ono corner of tho box, whoro it 
remained. It was afterwards removed, 
and sand without stonos placed in tho box, 
and in loss than fiftoon minutes was bard 
at work digging its lair.' 


When tbo ant lion has finished his den 


It buries itself in the bottom, all but tho 
very tips of its horns, in which there aro 
very sonsitivu eyes and oars—or rather 
auricular nerves. Tho ant lion Is woll 
provided with soeing powers, for it has 
six eyes. Tha moment it hides itsolf in tho 
bottom of tho pit it is ready for any stray 
ant that may tumblo in. In this respect, 
also, tbe ant lion displays wonderful 
instinct in building its trap, for whenever 
ono is made it is on tha "run-way" of ants 
or other small insects. Tho old pino at 
Milford wboro a family of ant lions hav» 
lived so long is fairly overrun, in the sum- 
mer season, with largo wood ants. A fly 
buzzing near tho holo will put the ant 
lion on tbe alert. An ant, hastoning 
along on somo errand of its own, seldom 
turns out for any obstacle. Eonco, if ono 
comes to tbo edge of an ant lion's hole, it 
walks down ono sfdo with tbo intention of 
going up tho other, and probably to do 
some exploring ou tho way. Tho anfc 
that walks down to tho bottom of ono of 
these pits disappears from sight tha in- 
stant ho reaches that point. The ant lion 
has grabbed it with its pincers, pullad 
the ant in, and in a short time will havo 
its juice sucked dry. Then Lbo ant lion 
•comes up out of his hiding-place with 
tho body of the ant in its jaws. Ho backs 
up to tho top of his pit, jerks tha carcass 
of bis pray far away, and returns to wait 
for another. Sometimes an ant that has 
started down tho sido of tho ant lion's don 
will cbongo his mind before bo roaches 
tho bottom and turns to start back. But 
bo seldom roaches tho top. Tho ant lion 
always has ona or two of his six eyes out 
for just such ccasions, and tho retreating 
ant at onco becomes tbe target forshovols 
of sand that the ant lion throws at him 
and ahead of him with wonderful pre- 
cision, using his horns for tbo purpose. 
This bombardment invariably fetches the 
ant back, either on a run or on a tumble. 
If an ant lion lies at tho bottom of his pit 
for a day or two and bags no game, he 
makes up his mind that ho has made amis- 
take in bishuating place, andhomoveson. 


Tbe ant lion, as an ant lion in active 


service, lives two years. At the ond of 
that time he weaves about himself a co- 
coon, having completely buriod himself in 
tho sand for that purpose. Two months 
later his horns and his legs and his eyos 
disappear 
His stumpy, hairy, body bo- 


comos long and as slender as a knitting 
noodle. In placo of his savage horns aro 
two long, silkon anttonnoe-. Four irridos- 
cent gossamer wingj appear, and tb« 
hairy, fierce, formidable ant lion emerges 
from the sand ono of the most beautiful 
o' winged insects. Its life is short. It 
lays two oggs in a sandy placo and dies. 
Tho eggs in time become ant lions, to dij; 
and prey on ants for their allotted time.
